A ‘CORNER’ IN’ SALT. 

LAI CHEOR' AND OTHERS v, woo fyrN HING 
AND OTHENS, - 
) Bhis ia « auit arising out of a partnership 
anid to havo heen formed by the plaintiffs 
and defetlants with the object of creating 
a ‘cornor’ in salt. Mr Peancis, instructed 
by Mr J. F. Webber, appeared far thedefon- 
dantas ; and the Attorney Gonyral (Hon. E. 
L O'Malley), instructed by Mr Dennys, for 

tha plaintiffa. - 
Mr Francis snid this was a connter-claim 
by the defendants in the consolidated. autits 
Nos, 16 and 17. Tho petition as in the 
original guits sat-forth that the plaintifis 
Lai Cheok and othera (the dofendants in 
this snit) wero bankers carrying on busi- 
nosa under tho style of San Loong nt 87 
Wing Lok Stroct, and that the dofen- 
dants (plaintiffs in thia suit} wore China. 
ware dealers carrying on buaincss under 
the atyle of Chang Tai at 120 Bonham 
Strand. The putition- in the original 
suits further stated as fullowa:—On 16th 
January (887 the defendants ptomised hy 
promissory note to pay ‘to the plaintifia 
$1600, but had not paid the asme. Tho 
defendants also agreed on.tho samy day to 
pay totho plaintifla interest on the said sum 
of $1,000 at the rate of $1.20 per month. 
Defendants aftorwards paid $120 but had 
not paid any more. Defendants also on 
the 29th’ December 1887 by promissory noto 
promised to pay-another sum of $1,000 
whigh they had not paid. Defendants 
agreed in writingon tho same day to pay 
intorest on this sum, but hud not paid the 
samo, Tho plaintiffs in tho original suit 
therefore claimod that defendants be order- 
ad to pay the said two auma of $1,000 each 
with interest do. The defendants in their 
answer admitted making promissory ‘notes 
in respect of tho amounts claimed, but they 
act up a counter-claim or the materials of a 
counter-eluim, Thoy said that in the mouth 
of Decomber, 1837, the plaintifis'and dofon. 
dants entered into o partnership for tho 
purpose of apeculating in salt, Salt to the 
value of $25,000 and aver was during tho 
month of February Inst purchased by tho 
plaintiffé ou behalf of the said partnership 
and was rosold ata very large profit, but 
all accounts concerning tho purchaée and 
sale of the salt the plaintiffa refused and 
still refuse to render. Tho defendants 
said that their share of the profits in the 
transaction far excce ‘ed the smounta due 
by promissory notes, and they prayed that 
the partnership be, dissolved aud the 
accounts settled betWeen the partners and 
that his Lordship would refer tho matter to 
the Registrar. The plaintiffs in the original 
suit absolutely denied every allegation 
contained in the coanter-claim. The facts 
of the case were somoshat peculiar. 
Tt eecmod that # vory o tisideraile portion 
of the aalt used in the Colony of Hongkong 
waa brought through so-called sali amnug- 
glers who obtained it in Chinese torrithry 
and brought it here in junks, Anything 
affecting the supply of salt fro n this source 
would of course hava a considerable effect 
on tho market in Hongkong, ‘The plain- 
tiifs and defendants seemed to have formed 
the notion that if they could only purchasa 
a very considerable quantity of native salt 
and could through the intervention of the 


Salt Commissioner at Canton stop the im- 
portation of smuggled salt, the immediate 
result would be a rise on the market hero 
and consequently a very handsome profit 
to the partnership. 

His Lordship~They wanted to oreate o 
‘corner’ in salt. 

Mr Francia said that was the purpose fur 
which tho partnorship was entered into, 
They also ongaged Mr Robert Fraser Smith 
hore and Mr Pitman in Canton to assist in 
carrying ont the scheme; Mr Fraser Smith 
to look after the legal aspect of the case 
and to act as a means of communication 
with tho anthorities in Canton. The ar- 
Tangements entered into wete mainly that 
the plaintiffs should tind the whole of the 
money to float the adventure, and the two 
defendanta were to give thoir active eo- 
operation in the work of buying and aol- 
ling, Cortain arrangements were to bu 
made in Canton in which Mr Fraser Smith 
was Wo seb a8 general iwanoger, Mr 
Smith getting o commission of 20 per cent. 
The plaintiffs in consideration of their 
furnishing the espital wore to get.60 per 
cout, and defendants 20 por cont. of tha 
not profits. Mr Pitman'was nota partner 
but simply an employs of the firm and waa 
to get some $500 for what he waa to do. 
There wera several meetings between the 
plaintifis and dofendants, and the matter 
was finally arennged at a dinner ia. the 
Hung Fan Lau hotel. Noxt day Mr Froser 
Suwnith went up te Canton accompanied by 
one of the defendants, and through the in- 
tervention of Mr Pitman cortain atrange- 
tents wero mado with the Salt’ Comuis- 
siyner. It was part of these arrangemonts 
that, in tho first instance, tha partner- 
ship, which waa called the Ye Gn Wo, should 
purchase a 2vuple of big layaches or amall 
gunboats that were lying thero for sale, for 
the sum of BLO,000. It was nlso arranged 
with the Salt Commissioner to fit out these 
launches aa cruisers and that they would be 
sent out to take active measures to prevent 
salt smugglers arriving in Hongkong. Mr 
Fraser Smjth and one of tho fy Chinese 
who aceympanied him then returned to 
Hongkong, leaving the other Ohincae along 
with Mr Pitman in Canton to com plete 
the arrangements. Mr Frasor Smith 
would bv able to tell the Court in 
evidence that on his return he was in- 
formed by the rat plaintiff that’ ‘some 
8°,000 piculs of salt had already been par- 
chased at a very reasonable figure, After 
that, some $34,050 piculs of salt wore pur- 
chased for the partnership by one of- the 
defendants. Tho money wag paid in 
advance by the play rd and Es pad 
the salt ip cheir!'own hands and ‘after- 
wards sold it. Somedifferenco arose botween 
the parties and Mr Dennys was em loyed 
to Prepare an agro ment, which was drafted 
and sent in but it did not seen to have beea 
approved of. Whether it wag that the 
plaintifts wanted to keep all the “‘pragita of
